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PHA Says “No Compromise” On Tax 
Issue As Garbage Parley Convenes

Greenbelt garbage stacked up this week in a continuing dis- 
pute between the city and Public Housing Administration over 


taxes. 


Public Housing Administration reluctance to pay an ad- 


ditional $5000 for “payment in lieu of taxes” called for by city 
manager Charles McDonald resulted in a curtailment of services to 
12 apartment buildings and the commercial property at Greenbelt’s 
center owned by the federal government. 


Early this week PHA attempted 
to collect garbage and deposit it 
in the city dump. Municipal au- 
thorities refused to allow this. 
Later, PHA hired a private gar- 
bage-collector to provide the serv- 
ice, but they were stopped by local 
police; the private concern had 
no permit to operate in Greenbelt. 
PHA then used its own personnel 
to collect the garbage, and dispos- 
ed of the refuse in a Silver Spring 
dump. 


Little Laments 


Roy. Little, PHA official, lament- 
ed that it was ironical PHA could 
not use a city sanitary-fill area it 
had dedicated to the city about a 
month ago. He stated his agency 
would continue to attempt to pro- 
vide the services to its tenants re- 
gardless of the city’s attitude. He 
said there would be no compromise 
on the tax issue, basing his pro- 
posed payment figure on legal re- 
quirements of the Bankhead-Black 
Act, which calls for a payment 
“for service” and not on assessed 
valuation of property. Little called 
the city’s position “unfortunate” 
and hinted that it may cost the 
city more money in the long run. 
PHA will positively deduct the 
cost of providing its own services 
from its previously proposed pay- 
ment, Little added. 


PHA, City, To Meet 


Tuesday night it was announced 
that’ a meeting will be held in PHA 
offices on Wednesday between rep- 
resentatives of the two parties. 
McDonald, Mayor Frank Lastner 
and. city solicitor Ralph Powers 
will represent Greenbelt. It is, 
hoped that some solution to the 
“sarbage grumble” will be reach- 
ed. Meanwhile, Washington pa- 
pers are giving the situation prom- 
inence on their front pages, 


Legal Tangle 


Included in the problem is the 
possibility that Greenbelt may lose 
a large portion of tax revenue un- 
less the agreement for services is 
solved before the transfer of the 
apartments. Ordinarily, federal 
property sold in the middle of the 
year, according to Maryland law, 
may not be “enrolled” on the tax 
list before January 1 of the next 
year. Also, assessments are made 
on May 1. In this situation Green- 
belt may lose the balance of this 
year’s taxes, may be unable to as- 
sess the property till May, 1994, 
and not collect taxes until (char- 
ter provision) September of 1954. 
If agreement is reached, the new 
owners of the apartments are re- 
quired by their purchase agree- 
ment to pay their proportionate 
share of service payments (taxes) 
after they take title. 


The “showdown”, as Mayor 
Lastner called the dispute last 
week, should have come to a head 
on Wednesday (yesterday. (Look 
elsewhere in the Cooperator for a 
late news flash on the outcome.)

Cooperator Names 
Krug New Editor 


Appointment of Bernard Krug, 
7-E Crescent, to serve as editor of 
The Cooperator beginning with the 
issue of April 23 has been an- 
nounced by the directors of the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing 
Association. Krug was_ invited 
April 12 by unanimous vote of the 
board, and he announced his ac- 
ceptance April 14. 


A resident of Greenbelt since 
last January, Krug is an employee 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
is married and the father of two 
children. He has had nearly 20 
years of newspaper experience, in- 
cluding eleven as a government 
information specialist. He edited 
“The Ag Reporter,’ USDA Wel- 
fare Association organ, during 1951 
and 1952. 


Since the resignation of Ralph 
G. Miller three weeks ago, the 
newspaper has been edited each 
week by a different volunteer staff 
member. 


Lastner Sympathizes 
In Garbage Wrangle 


In a statement to the Coopera- 
tor, Mayor Francis J. Lastner an- 
nounced his concern and sympathy 
for Greenbelt apartment dwellers 
who are being inconvenienced by 


the “garbage grumble.” He asked 
their forbearance until the dispute 
is settled and assured them he 
would try to achieve a quick and 
fair agreement. 

“In the long run this temporary 
inconvenience will save them mon- 
ey and services,” he declared. The 
apartments and commercial build- 
ings in Greenbelt have been getting 
services for three months now, he 
added, and no payment from PHA 
has been received as yet. He as- 
sured the residents that the city’s 
basis for tax payments is fair, 
and based on the usual standards 
and’ procedures of assessments 
used for 16 years with the federal 
government prior to Greenbelt’s 
sale, and by the county in their 
tax evaluations. 


Deficit Budget Possible 


Most regrettable aspect of the 
situation, Lastner disclosed, is the 
deficit budget that may result if 
PHA does not agree to the city’s 
terms. If PHA is permitted to 
forgo its fair share of tax pay- 
ments, the new apartment-owners 
can pay on the same basis. This 
would result in a $15,000 loss in 
revenue to the city, which will 
mean loss of services amounting 
to that figure. Since this year’s 
budget was “pared to the bone” 
in anticipation of local residents 
making direct tax payments for 
the first time, the problem of 
choosing the services to be cur- 
tailed will be quite perplexing, 
Lastner lamented. Unless the tax 
rate is raised, by city ordinance, 
some services will have to be cut. 
If the rate is increased, GVHC, 
largest tax-payer in Greenbelt, will 
have to make up the deficit by in- 
creased tax’ payments.

The first project of single-family 
homes being planned for GVHC on 
Greenbelt vacant land will include 
several four- and _ five-bedroom 
houses, as well as three-bedroom 
houses. 


Total number of such large 
houses will depend in part on how 
many families want them, This is 
why the FCH Co. which is plan- 
ning the project* wants your let- 
ters. 

The houses would be built on 
the knoll across Crescent Road 
from the Catholic church and 
school. They would be reached by 
Northway, which will be extended 
down to Crescent road, and by 
Woodland Way, which will be con- 
nected to this extension of North- 
way. 

Fifty of the homes will be in a 
cooperative project, because bet- 
ter mortgage financing terms are 
available to cooperatives. The 
others will be sold to individuals. 

The project is being pianned by 
the FCH Co. a subsidiary of the 
non-profit Foundation for Coop- 
erative Housing, which has a con- 
tract with GVHC to prepare a 
master plan of land use and to 
help start development of the va- 
cant land.

get estimates. 

Thus the city gains $6,665 over 
the originally-proposed PHA tax 
payment of $32,000, and also forces 
Greenbelt Veteran Housing Cor- 
poration to fork over an additional 
$23,763. (Budget called for $127, 
434 from GVHC; new tax rate re- 
quires $151,198.) Bernard Borde- 
net, GVHC treasurer present at 
the meeting, disclosed that month- 
ly tax payments by GVHC mem- 
bers will not be raised, as their 
present payments adequately cover 
the amount. 


PHA also insisted that it will de- 
duct from ‘its payment the cost of 
attempting to collect garbage dur- 
ing the 8-day dispute with the city 
government. Mayor Frank Last- 
ner stated that Roy Little, PHA 
Official, threatened court action if 
the agreement was not accepted, 
and implied that the payment 
might not be made at all. He add- 
ed that the purchase agreement 
with new apartment owners, re- 
quiring them to pay their propor- 
tionate share of the year’s taxes 
when they take title May 1, might 
be amended to omit that clause, 
resulting in loss of a year’s taxes 
from that property. 


The entire budget calls for rev- 
enue from real property to the 
city in the amount of $194,109. 
PHA, in effect, insisted that this 
total be reached after its offered 
$38,655 is accepted. PHA’s pro- 
portionate share till May 1 is $12,- 
880. Before the dispute began, it 
had offered $32,000, or a pro-rated 
share of $10,660. 


“We’re not happy,’ Mayor Last- 
ner declared after reporting on the 
outcome of the meeting. “No one 
is sorrier than I that many resi- 
dents were so inconvenienced by 
this dispute. If no agreement was 
reached I was ready to ask for 
collection of garbage anyway. I 
had no idea that PHA would per- 
mit this situation to go this far.” 


A motion was passed to re- 
institute collection of garbage in 
the controversial buildings. Help 
will be added from other city de- 
partments to expedite the expected 
load. Lastner, who has been be- 
sieged with calls ‘from apartment 
dwellers about the accumulating 
garbage, made the motion to re- 
sume garbage collection. “I may 
as well,” he stated, “I proposed 
the motion to curtail that service.”

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Roll Out The Barrel 


Many Greenbelters will feel down in the dumps when they 
read the front-page story on how their city council got taken for 
a ride — on a garbage truck, no less. The long precedent of never 
winning a battle with the federal government was dramatically 
climaxed last night with acceptance of Public Housing Admini- 
stration’s terms in the tax payment dispute. “Go fight city hall’ 
is an apt expression, but how apt can you get? PHA, in effect, has 
offered to pay $2,218 more to the city, if the new apartment own- 
ers pay $4,437 more and GVHC pays $23,763 more in tax money. 
PHA dictated the tax rate - establishing a record high for Green- 
belt. (We have always had the record for the county.) 





How long we have waited to get out of the clutches of PHA 
and its control of our budget and city services! With the sale of 
homes to GVHC and the soon-to-transpire transfer of apartments, 
we had assumed we were finally independent of federal entangle- 
ments. But even with a ridiculously small portion of the city 
budget to account for, PHA is still able to force our city council to 
come to terms. . 


We will not attempt to fix the blame for this peculiar circum- 
stance. The city council, under the leadership of Mayor Frank 
Lastner, acted with courage and expediency in forcing the decis- 
ion to pay taxes upon PHA. But they never expected to be put 
over a barrel and carted away to a sanitary fill area.

Prescription: Subscription 

Beginning with the issue of July 2, 1953, the Greenbelt Coop- 
erator will go on a paid subscription basis. The reasons for this 
action are many, including the rising costs of doing business, ad- 
ded expenses of rent and utilities for our apartment-office, higher 
cost of distribution, etc. But mainly, there is the additional burden. 
on the paper of paying the staff. | 


In recent years it has become almost impossible to attract 
volunteer help necessary to the continued publication of the Coop- 
erator. The shortage of*help has unduly increased the burden on 
the staff, to the point where a few devoted and public-spirited cit- 
izens had to work long hours, often far into the night, in order to 
assure publication. Under these conditions, it has often been im- 
posible to achieve the news coverage we would have desired, or to 
offer thoughtful comment on the implications of various current 
events. 


Today, more than ever, our community needs the services 
which the Cooperator, as a news-gathering medium, offers. It 
needs to keep posted on the doings of the city government, housing 
board, cooperative stores, various organizations. The community 
needs a nespaper which will keep a watchful eye upon these affairs 
so that the citizens will be informed about matters which would 
otherwise go unnoted. Few secrets can be kept from the citizens 
in a community where a newspaper functions. 


In order to maintain the necessary help, we have decided to 
pay an editor and appropriate staff members. To cover our increas- 
ed costs, we will need approximately $3000 per year. On a per cap- 
ita basis, this amounts to approximately $2.00 per family a year. 
We feel this is not an unreasonable amount to pay for your Co- 
operator. Inevitably, however, a certain percentage of you resi- 
dents will not subscribe to the paper, which means that the aver- 
age subscription will have to be about $3.00, (although not lim- 
ited to that figure). All of this leads to a serious and perplexing 
problem. 


The Cooperator has a long and enviable history of free dis- 
tribution to every household in Greenbelt. It is a record of which 
we are justly proud. We are extremely reluctant both to solicit 
subscriptions and to limit the distribution to anything less’ than 
ALL the homes. But we are faced with the hard fact hat it is nec- 
essary to solicit subscriptions! Does it necessarily follow, how- 
ever, that we must limit distribution to subscribers only? To be 
frank, we would like very much to continue to distribute the paper 
to every home in town, but we fear that this will discourage many 
people from subscribing. After all, why pay when you can get it 
free? On the other hand, if it could be done, if those who are able 
would subscribe, knowing that those who do not subscribe will 
continue to receive the paper, and if we reach our $3000 goal, it 
would be an accomplishment unique in newspaper annals. 


We would like our readers’ reactions to our problem. Of course, 
the best reaction would be in the form of a check or money order 
by return mail, but we would particularly welcome any expres- 
sions of opinion. Those who plan to send checks or money orders 
should mail them to the Circulation Dept., Greenbelt Cooperator, 
Greenbelt, Md. Your name and address should be enclosed so that 
we can keep a careful record of subscribers. 

One thing is certain, however, and that is the fact that begin- 


ning in July of this year the Cooperator will be on a paid curcula- 
tion basis. |

VACANCIES 


From correspondence appearing 
in the last two issues of the Co- 
operator it would appear that all 
members of the GVHC are not ful- 
ly cognizant of the facts concern- 
ing vacancies and vacancy losses, 
something which is important to 
all stockholders of GVHC. 


If members of the board, either 
of the majority or minority, make 
statements which are misleading 
or incorrect, either through ignor- 
ance or for publicity reasons, the 
question arises in the mind of 
stockholders whether such ignor- 
ance can exist through the board 
member not being present at all 
board meetings or through lack of 
all matters being open to all mem- 
bers. The purpose of the Board is 
to air all matters openly and have 
the views and votes of all board 
members on every subject. Views 
will differ as they should and will, 
if the board is functioning proper- 
ly for the benefit of all stockhold- 
ers. 

Thanks to your valuable sheet 
and freedom of the press, such 
matters are brought to the at- 
tention of GVHC members who 
should read and digest its contents 
weekly and. be guided by facts as 
they really are when election time 
comes around. It’s the stock- 
holders who elect the board. If 
they vote for members who are 
unworthy of their confidence, or 
lack understanding of the princi- 
ple of government for all, it’s the 
membership’s own fault if mat- 
ters are not conducted for their 
mutual advantage.

MINOR POINTS 


A few more items of information 
for the membership of GVHC from 
their minority m@mber on tha 
board. 


1. PHA finally sold the apart- 
ments for about 25 percent less 
than their appraised yalue. If 
they. were that.far wrong on the 
apartments it is very possible that 
they were that far wrong on the 
houses also. The minority mem- 
bers of the board fought strongly 
for bargaining with PHA for a 
better deal on the houses, but the 
board insisted on a rush deal at 
the PHA’s appraised value. 


2. The criticism of the board by 
the Audit Committee is not for 
“alleged ‘too rapid development’ of 
the undeveloped land” as reported 
in last week’s Cooperator. It criti- 
cized the board for taking action 
which had the practical effect of 
freezing out all offers from other 
builders and developers and re- 
stricting the deal to two builders 
without full assurance that these 
are the best deals available for 
the members. It was for the same 
reason that the minority member 
opposed the proposal. 

8. The board also voted against 
the motion offer by the minority 
member which would have pro- 
vided that some of the new coop- 
eratively-built houses be offered 
for sale on a private ownership 
basis rather, than a management 
cooperative. It was admitted that 
on a 25-year mortgage basis, in- 
dividually-owned but cooperative- 
ly-built homes could be offered on 


better monthly payment terms 
than management cooperative 
homes. The question of four per- 


cent mortgage money is tough in- 


either case.

Before 
its use can be prohibited, the Food 
and Drug Administration has to 
prove conclusively that the chemi- 
cal is harmful. This can take years 
but in the meantime the chemical 
is in use. Representative Delaney 
has introduced two bills which 
would shift the legal burden of 
proof from the government to in- 
dustry. This is the same proce- 
dure required for drugs at present.

Trash Piling High, 
Apt. Tenants Report 


Both apartment-dwellers and 
the Greenbelt center stores found 
themselves well supplied with 
trash and garbage early this week, 
as the battle over taxes raged on 
between the city council and Pub- 
lic Housing Administration. 

The Cooperator obtained reports 
from several apartment ‘tenants on 
their situation, which gave the fol- 
lowing picture: The trash rooms 
in the basement of the buildings 
were generally full to capacity, 
collections having been suspended 
for “eight or nine days,” and the 
odor of the accumulated reftse 
was the most frequently-mention- 
ed annoyance. One mother in a 
Crescent road apartment pointed 
out that springtime is a difficult 
period from the communicable 
disease standpoint and referred 
to the danger of polio. She stated 
that the local PHA office had as- 
sured her that the garbage would 
be collected without too much de- 
lay, but she suggested that neigh- 
borly householders might offer the 
apartment residents the use of 
their outside trash closets, in case 
there were no more disposal space 
available.

Public Health 
Revises Rules 


The Greenbelt Public Health De- 
partment has revised its regula- 
tions’ for\the control of communi- 
cable diseases to conform with 
regulations enforced by the Prince 
Georges County and Maryland 
State Department of Health, it was 
announced this week by Dr. Max 
Bloomberg, director. This means 
that households where there are 
cases of contagious diseases, ex- 
cept diphtheria or smallpox, will 
not be placarded. 

The regulation requiring any 
householder to report any person 
within his family or house sick of 
smallpox, diphtheria, meningitis, 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever, typhus 
fever, measles, mumps, whooping 
cough, chickenpox, polio or any 
other infectious or contagious dis- 
ease dangerous to public health, to 
the Greenbelt Public Health De- 
partment continues in full force 
and effect. 

The new regulation permits con- 
tacts of all of the above-listed con- 
tagious diseases, except diphtheria 
or smallpox, to attend school or 
place of employment. Im case of 
diphtheria or smallpox the Public 
Health Department will cooperate 
with the physician in explaining 
the quarantine regulations. 

Parents are urged to avail them- 
selves of the services of the im- 
munization clinic held each Tues- 
day from 9 to 10 a.m. in Dr. Bloom- 
berg’s office, 30-D Ridge Road.

our theme song during these days 
of flowering fruit trees, providing 
Greenbelt with the lovely pink, red, 
and white blossoms, seen, admired, 
and commented on everywhere. 
The crabapple blossom varies from 
purple red to red to deep pink to 
pink and pinkish white. Peach, 
apple trees (as winesap and June 
apple), and the white plum trees 
are here too, but the most com- 
mon hereabouts, and in Gardener 
Anderson’s opinion the most bea- 
tiful, is the blossoming crab. The 
crabapple tree on the corner of 
Eastway and Crescent is of the 
pinkish white variety. Its blossom 
has an outer petal of pink, and a 
white inner petal. These fruit 
trees may bloom for two more 
weeks, if a frost doesn’t kill them 
before“ then. 


THE GOLDEN GLORY of the 
forsythia is past. The fruit tree 
blossoms have already hit their 
peak, but the dogwood has yet to 
blossom fully, and will do so in 
two or three weeks. This will have 
a big white, solid blossom with a 
seedy center. Fruit trees are best 
pruned in the fall (after the fruit, 
of course) but the best time to 
trim any spring blossoming shrub, 
as the forsythia, is immediately 
after blooming. 


GOOD NEWS AS GRASS CUT- 
TING time approaches is Mr.

Council Protests 
School Bus Garages 


Greenbelt’s city council will 
protest to the county commission- 
ers requesting that construction of 
school-bus garages next to the jun- 
ior high school be halted until con- 
Sideration be given as to the de- 
Sirability of locating a garage on 
that site. The county Board of 
Education is building a service and 


storage garage to accommodate 
124 school buses serving the area. 


The original site proposed was 
near Northwestern High school. 
Residents of that area were suc- 
cessful in convincing authorities 
Such a structure was not wanted 


there. The county proceeded 
quietly to start building near 
Greenbelt, without a permit or 


notifying city officials. Work’ was 
suspended until the necessary per- 
mits were obtained. 


Councilman James Smith called 
the school bus situation a poten- 
tial traffic hazard, as well as an 
unsightly nuisance. City Mana- 
ger Charles McDonald declared 
that the garages will make the 
area, located on land zoned resi- 
dential, look like an industrial site. 
He called the structure an eyesore 
Which will be screened inade- 
quately by trees. 


The excavation can be seen from 
the Greenbelt road; construction 
proceeding on the Beltsville road 
side of the school is for the pur- 
pose of building an auditorium 
for the school. Councilman Ben 
Goldfaden stated that the propos- 
ed site for the garages was origi- 
nally intended for an athletic field, 
and he regrets seeing the land 
used for any other purpose. Pro- 
tests will be made to two county 
commissioners living in the area; 
Commissioner Latimer, residing 
on the Glenn Dale road, and Com-
